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Aumenta la 
pérdida de 
ayuda financiera 
a hispanos en 
California 


Berkeley, (EFE).- Miles de 
estudiantes universitarios hispanos 
de California enfrentaran una 
creciente pérdida de ayuda finan- 
ciera y un incremento de colegia- 
turas este nuevo ano escolar, lo que 
hará inaccesibles los estudios para 
muchos de ellos. 

Debido a la crisis económica 
que enfrenta el estado de Califor- 
nia, el gobierno redujo el presu- 
puesto a las universidades y con- 
geló las becas estatales CalGrants 
con las que ayuda a centenares de 
estudiantes de familias de bajos 
recursos a cursar estudios profe- 
sionales. 

Asimismo el gobierno federal 
reducirá las becas de 84,000 
estudiantes en todo el país — unos 
40,000 de ellos en California — y 
las colegiaturas aumentarán 30 por 
ciento en las dos universidades de 
este estado. 

El periódico de la Universidad 
de California en Berkeley (UCB) 
anunció el jueves por su parte que 
debido a una nueva fórmula de 
cálculo de impuestos familiares, el 
gobierno federal reducirá total- 
mente la ayuda a decenas de miles 
de estudiantes de bajos ingresos, 
pero podría afectar con reducciones 
a centenares de miles más. 

La Asociación Nacional de 
Administradores de Ayuda Finan- 
ciera a Estudiantes informó que la 
reformulación de becas Pell Grants 
del gobierno federal se basó en 
cálculos de ingresos del año 2.000. 
un año en que la economía de Cali- 
fornia florecía y el estado tuvo un 
excedente de ingresos. 

No obstante las condiciones 
ahora han cambiado, llevando a 
California a una crisis financiera 
con un déficit de más de 38.000 
millones de dólares y reduciendo el 
presupuesto para universidades en- 
tre muchos otros recortes del gasto 
público de este estado. 

“Cerca del 60 por ciento de los 
estudiantes que reciben ayuda eco- 
nómica en el sistema de la Uni- 
versidad de California la obtienen 
del gobierno federal”, de acuerdo 
con la asociación de administra- 
dores. 

En tanto los CalGrants del 
gobierno de California cubren en 
una buena parte las colegiaturas de 
estudiantes de bajos ingresos y altas 
calificaciones. 

Con los aumentos en las co- 
legiaturas, estudiantes de carreras 
universitarias de licenciaturas de la 
Universidad de California tendrán 
que pagar entre 4,500 y 4,700 dó- 
lares anuales y los de la Universidad 
Estatal de California unos 2,100 
dólares cada año. 

De acuerdo con cálculos ofi- 
ciales, de los 600,000 estudiantes 
de ambas universidades el 25 por 
ciento, o unos 150,000 son his- 
panos. 

Las CalGrants han propor- 
cionado cerca de 3,000 dólares 
anuales a los estudiantes de la 
Universidad de California y más de 
1,500 a los de la Universidad Estatal 
de California. Para los de univer- 
sidades privadas el monto de ayuda 
oscila en los 8,000 dólares por año.

Para la fis- 
cal Guerra y sus colaboradores de 
investigación, Digna Ochoa pre- 
paró el ambiente en su despacho 
para aparentar un asesinato y lue- 
go se dsiparó dos veces. 

La activista fue descubierta 
sin vida el 19 de octubre del 2001, 
a causa de dos disparos que re- 
cibió en la cabeza y en una pierna. 
Su cuerpo se encontraba en su 
despacho ubicado en la calle 
Zacatecas, en la Colonia Roma de 
la Ciudad de México.

and Brazilian records on preven- 
tion raises questions about how ef- 
fective the U.S. approach will be 
abroad or at home. 

Brazil's approach to the HIV 
challenge is bold and direct. The 
government produces frank HIV 
awareness messages, broadcast na- 
tionally, that often contain a touch 
of humor. A recent spot featured 
parents rallying around their homo- 
sexual son, who was trying to get 
over a relationship with a former 
boyfriend. 

“The Brazilian attitude around 
sexual activities is a lot more flex- 
ible than in many countries,” says 
Paulo Teixeira, the longtime direc- 
tor of Brazil's National Coordinat- 
ing Office for AIDS. 

Teixeira says Brazil's govern- 
ment has long pushed public opin- 
ion to confront prejudices in a mul- 
tiracial and predominantly Catho- 
lic society. It continues to call on 
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constituencies like women and ho- 
mosexuals to assume strong roles 
on controversial issues such as 
AIDS. 

The national treatment pro- 
gram, which provides free HIV 
drugs through Brazil's free public 
health care system, reinforces the 
message that prevention is a col- 
lective responsibility. 

Teixeira, who earlier this year 
was tapped by the World Health 
Organization to apply Brazil's 
treatment and prevention strategies 
on a global scale, is not shy about 
questioning the U.S. approach to 
HIV/AIDS. “We are concerned 
about the conservative policies 
adopted by this U.S. government 
on safe sex and intravenous drug 
users,” he says. 

Teixeira is referring to recent 
White House statements advocat- 
ing sexual abstinence as its pre- 
ferred strategy for prevention. Pub- 
lic health researchers say the U.S. 
government seems reluctant to 
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fund HIV prevention programs that 
deal explicitly with drug use, anal 
sex Or prostitution. 

The two countries’ approaches 
to HIV/AIDS differ not only in 
content, but in communications 
strategies. 

Brazil combines sophisticated 
mass marketing with the force of 
its federal communication appara- 
tus to give HIV prevention mass 
appeal in a diverse nation of 170 
million people. 

Before a recent run of print and 
television ads pushing HIV testing, 
the government flew its health 
minister to the country's biggest 
fashion show in Sao Paulo to 
launch the campaign. 

There, Humberto Costa en- 
listed the help of the most effec- 
tive opinion makers in any society 
— celebrities.

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Mothers of Juarez victims at odds Familia pelea por el destino de restos

Ciudad Juarez, Mexico, 
(EFE).- Mothers of some of the 
scores of women raped and mur- 
dered, possibly by one or more se- 
rial killers. over the past decade in 
the border city of Juarez - women 
who should be united by a com- 
mon grief - have split into factions 
that some say are fomented by in- 
ept authorities. 

More than 300 women in 
Ciudad Juarez have been murdered 
over the past decade, while close 
to 500 have disappeared, non-gov- 
ernmental organizations (NGOs) 
say. 

A third of the known victims 
had in common the fact they were 
young, good-looking and poor and 
were raped, tortured and murdered. 
their bodies abandoned in the 
desert or an open area on the city's

fringes. Some say that indicates 
one or more psychopaths acting 
serially. 

The Special Prosecutor for the 
Investigation of Women's Murders. 
however, has recorded only 89 
murders and 60 disappearances. 

The Prosecutor's Office, which 
is a dependency of the Chihuahua 
Attorney General's Office. told 
EFE that the situation is not as se- 
rious as the NGOs have pictured 
it, since only 15 of the murders 
may be considered serial killings, 
while the rest are “isolated cases.” 

To date, around 20 people 
have been arrested on dubious 
charges and only one has been sen- 
tenced - yet the bodies keep show- 
ing up. 

Many are the theories flying 
about, yet answers are few. and 
mothers of the murder victims have 
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begun to organize and call for jus- 
tice. 

Their despair in the face of the 
paucity of answers in a city under 
the thumb of drug traffickers, 
where impunity prevails, has been 
taken advantage of by officials to 
divide the women through the con- 
cession of economic assistance, 
some critics charge. 

This schism between the 
mothers’ groups has been fed by of- 
ficials who fear being viewed as 
inept or “negligent,” said Esther 
Chavez, director of Casa Amiga. a 
center that provides psychological 
support for victims of violence. 

“The government's Machia- 
vellian campaign has been based 
on using money to drive a wedge 
between them,” Chavez told EFE, 
noting that Chihuahua still lacks a 
DNA lab and woman's shelter. 

“I'm not betting on their clari- 
fying the crimes at this point,” she 
said, resigned. “Now, I'd be satis- 
fied if the killings just stopped.”

As terrifying as it may have 
been, the Fyfe family’s predica- 
ment wasn't a random occur- 
rence. It's becoming a nightmare 
in some parts of the world be- 
cause people are simply un- 
aware of how dangerous lead 
can be when it 
household water.

in the human body can cause 
serious damage. and young chil- 
dren, infants and fetuses are es- 
pecially vulnerable to lead poi- 
soning. 

There are many sources of 
lead in the environment. If they 
think of it at all. most people 
think of lead-based paint as the 
primary source of lead in the en- 
vironment, but lead has been 
outlawed for use in paint for 
many years now. In reality the 
growing levels of lead in water 
supplies aré making it a much 
more common source of con- 
tamination. 

Lead rarely occurs naturally 
in drinking water. It's far more 
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tl it takes is one drop of dissolved 


lead in an amount of water equiva- 
lent to a standard backyard swim- 
ming pool - about 1/30th of an 
ounce of lead in 15,000 gallons of 
water - to reach the EPA's “Lead 
Action Level” of contamination in 
household water supplies. 


common for lead contamination 
to occur at some point in the 
water delivery system. It isnt 
well known. but household 
plumbing is usually the culprit 
when it comes to high levels of 
lead and copper in drinking wa- 
ter. Lead and/or copper pipes. 
fittings and other components 
are commonly found in mans 
plumbing systems. Metallic al- 
loys such as brass and bronze 
often contain lead. so brass fau- 
cets or plumbing fittings may 
also release lead into home wa- 
ter systems. 

Older houses are more 
likely to have problems with 
lead than houses built since 
1988. Before that time. lead pip- 
ing and lead solder were widely 
used in household plumbing 
systems as Well as in the service 
lines that connect houses to 
street Water mains. In 1986, the 
U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) banned the use of 
lead pipes and lead solder in 
plumbing systems because lead 
is an insidious and dangerous 
ate ae EPA set an “action 
level” of 015 milligrams per li- 
ter of water for lead. stating that 
levels higher than that in water 
could pose a risk to human 
health. 

A Serious Health Risk 

Lead is a cumulative pol- 
son, meaning it builds up in the 
body over many years until 
reaches toxic levels. It can be 
absorbed through the digestive 
tract, the lungs and the skin, and 
it's carried throughout the body

Requisito de inscripción de 
MSB 

Una empresa que se ajusta a la 
definición de una MSB porque pro- 
porciona uno o más de los siguien- 
tes productos o servicios debe 
inscribirse (salvo las excepciones 
indicadas a continuación): * Giros 
postales + Cambio de cheques + 
Cheques de viajero * Transacciones 
con divisas 0 cambio de divisas * 
Transferencia de dinero 

Agente exclusivo. Una empre- 
sa que es una MSB exclusivamente 
porque brinda servicios como 
agente de otra MSB no tiene la 
obligación de inscribirse. Sin em- 
bargo, una empresa que es una 
MSB porque realiza actividades 
propias de las MSB (ver arriba), 
tanto por cuenta propia como en 
calidad de agente de otra MSB, 
debe inscribirse.

Otros. El Servicio Postal de los 
Estados Unidos y las agencias de 
los Estados Unidos, de cualquier 
Estado, o de cualquier subdivisión 
política de cualquier Estado, no 
tienen la obligación de inscribirse. 

La Ley de Secreto Bancario 
(Bank Secrecy Act, BSA) es el 
nombre que se le suele dar a una 
ley federal codificada en el Título 
31, Código de los Estados Unidos, 
Secciones 5311-5330. La BSA es 
una ley federal que establece el 
mantenimiento de registros y la

Inscripción de Empresas de Ser- 
vicios Monetarios (Money Services 
Business). La inscripción es respon- 
sabilidad del dueño o de la persona 
a cargo de la MSB. El dueño o la 
persona a cargo debe firmar y 
presentar el formulario completo. 
El formulario incluye las instruc- 
ciones para completarlo y pre- 
sentarlo. 

Listas de agentes: Una MSB 
que debe inscribirse y tiene agentes 
debe preparar y mantener una lista 
de agentes. 

Dicha lista debe actualizarse 
anualmente. Por lo general, la lista 
debe incluir: 

« Nombre: El nombre del 
agente, incluyendo todos los nom- 
bres comerciales o los nombres bajo 
los cuales opera. 

¢ Dirección: La dirección del 
agente, incluyendo calle, ciudad, 
estado y código postal.

sucursales y subagentes que tiene 
el agente, si corresponde. 

Documentación de respaldo 

La MSB debe conservar docu- 
mentación de respaldo por un pe- 
ríodo de cinco años, incluyendo una 
copia del formulario presentado, un 
estimativo del volumen de la 
empresa, información respecto de 
los dueños o las personas a cargo, 
y la lista de agentes. 

Definición de una MSB 

El término “empresa de servi- 
cios monetarios” (money services 
business, MSB) incluye a cualquier 
persona que realice actividades 
comerciales, sea o no en forma re- 
gular o como empresa organizada, 
en una o más de las siguientes 
funciones: * Cambio de cheques + 
Transacciones con divisas o cambio 
de divisas * Emisión de cheques de 
viajero, giros postales o tarjetas 
prepagadas ¢ Venta o rescate de che- 
ques de viajero, giros postales o 
tarjetas prepagadas * Transferencia 
de dinero + Servicio Postal de los

Para ajustarse a la definición 
de una MSB, una persona debe 
realizar actividades comerciales 
por más de $1.000 con otra per- 
sona, en una O más transacciones 
(en una de las categorías de 
actividades enumeradas anterior- 
mente), en un solo día. Una empre- 
sa es una MSB para cada actividad 
en la que se ajuste a este límite. Sin 
embargo, existe una excepción. No 
se aplica ningún límite de 
actividades para las personas 
que transfieren dinero. Una per- 
sona cuya actividad comercial 
consiste en transferir fondos es una 
persona que transfiere dinero y una 
MSB, independientemente de la 
cantidad de sus actividades de 
transferencia.

El Departamento de Vivienda

Primero el consumidor debe 


informarse sobre sus derechos 
como comprador de vivienda, pues 


existen varias leyes para proteger 


al comprador de fraude. gastos 
innecesarios y discriminación. 
Por ejemplo. Ramonita Ayala 


Williams. agente de bienes raíces 
para Coldwell Banker indicó que 
uno de los fraudes más comunes es 
hacerle una hipoteca al comprador 
con el seguro social de sus hijos. 
lo que es ilegal y la pena puede 
incluir una temporada en la cárcel. 

“Sino se tiene seguro social la 
ley permite comprar una propiedad 
con un número de identificación de 
impuestos (tax identification num- 
ber), aunque los intereses serán más 
altos”, explico Ayala Willtams.

Ayala Williams aconseja que

Agrega que no es aconsejable 
hacer la transacción con un solo 
agente que haga las veces de com- 
prador y vendedor a la vez pues hay 
un conflicto de intereses. 

Usualmente, en promedio. un 
agente comprador de bienes raíces 
cobra de un seis a un siete por 
ciento de comisión por la tran-

El quinto paso de HUD, y el 
más doloroso, es la hipoteca.

new HIV testing logo. Designed 
by a 22-year-old college student, 
the design is of a winking smiley 
face with a plus and a minus sign 
foreyes, symbolizing the two pos- 
sible results of an HIV test 

But the 513 million cam- 
paugn. known by its slogan “Fique 
Sabendo.” Portuguese for “Be in 
the Know.” is not just about hip 
marketing. The ads emphasise 
that, of 600.000 Brazihans esti- 
mated to carry the HIV virus, 
roughly 400.000 do not know they 
are infected. 

In the United States. where an 
estimated 200.000 people dont 
know they have HIV, the preven- 
tion drive has unfolded differently 

if anyone ever nouiced. 

In mid-April. the U.S. Cen- 
ters for Disease Control an- 
nounced a new, $35 million HIV 
prevention strategy that. like 
Brazil's, emphasizes expanded 
HIV testing. 

To make a splash. the CDC 
called a teleconference with medi- 
cal reporters. It announced it was 
encouraging doctors to give HIV 
tests more routinely, and was 1n- 
creasing funding for rapid HIV 
testing. HIV-positive people. it 
said, would be targeted with more 
prevention programs to minimize 
the spread of the virus. 

But reporters asked more 
questions about SARS than about 
HIV, and the shift in HIV preven- 
tion strategy received relatively 
little national attention. 

The new CDC prevention 
campaign will not include any 
television advertising on a na- 
tional scale. The CDC says that it 
is best to give local governments 
and community-based groups 
control over HIV prevention cam- 
paigns. 

“We are very interested in as- 
suring that our focus for HIV pre- 
vention continues to address 
populations and communities that 


are the most heavily affected by 
HIV including minority commu 
mities, said CDC Director Dr. Julie 
Gerberding in an April press con 
ference 

Although Brazil does targeted 
prevention work with groups such 
as TV drug users, health special 
ists are beginning to question an 
overemphasis on risk groups 
Arthur Raichman, head of HIN 
programs in Sao Paulo state. 
speaks of an “epidemic of preju 
dice” that fuels vlobal HIV. “J 
think this concept of a risk group 
helped create this epidemic.” he 
Says. 

The Washington D.C based 
National Association of People 
Living With AIDS attacked the 
CDC campaign in an open letter 
to CDC director Gerberding 
“Major parts of this initiative ap- 
pear to respond more to political 
pressure from the far right than the 
prevention needs of communities 
threatened by HIV) AIDS.” 

The letter said focusing pre 
vention messages on HIV-positive 
individuals and high-risk groups, 
rather than communicating with a 
broader swath of the population. 
would fail to create “the sense of 
shared responsibility for preven 
tion that is essential “s2
